2. In rule 6 of the All India Services (Provident Fund) Rules, 
1955 (hereinafter referred to as the said rules)— 

(a) in clause (b) of sub-rule (3), for the figure and words 

"‘6-1/4 per cent” the figure and words ‘ 6 per cent’ 1 
shall be substituted. 

(b) for sub-rule (7), the following sub-rule shall be subs- 

tituted, namely : — 

"(7) If h subscriber is on leave without pay or leave 
on half-pay for a part of a calendar month and 
he has elected not to subscribe during such JcHve, 
the amount of subscription payable shall be pro 
portionatc to the number of days spent on duty, 
including leave, if any, other than the leave refer- 
red to above”. 

3. In rule 9 of the said rules, in sub-rule (4), the second 
proviso shall be deleted. 

4. In rule 10 of the said rules, after sub-rule (2), the follow- 
ing rub-rule shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(4) After sanctioning the advance, the amount shall be 
drawn on an authorisation from the Accounts Officer 
in cases where the application for final payment had 
been forwarded to the Accounts Officer under clause 
(ii) of sub-rule (3) of rule 31.” 

5. Sub-rule (1A) of rule 12 of the said rules shall be re- 
numbered as sub-rule (2) thereof and for the existing sub-rule 
(2), the following sub-rules shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(3) Whenever a subscriber is In a position to satisfy the 
competent authority about the amount standing to his 
credit in his account with reference to the latest avail- 
able statement of his account together with the evi- 
dence of subsequent contributions, the competent 
authority may itself sanction withdrawal within the 
prescribed limits, as in the case of a refundable ad- 
vance. In doing so, the competent authority shall 
take into account any withdrawal or refundable 
advance already sanctioned by it In favour of the 
subscriber. For this purpose, the competent autho- 
rity, while sanctioning withdrawal* shall record a 
certificate in Form IVA or Form IVB, as the 
case may be. Where, however, the subscriber is not 
in a position to satisfy the competent authority about 
the amount standing to hi* credit or where there is 
any doubt about the admissibility of the withdrawal 
applied for, a reference may be made to the Accounts 
Officer by the competent authority for ascertaining 
the amount standing to the credit of the subscriber 


with a view to enabling the competent authority to 
determine the admlssibllhy of the amount of with- 
drawal. The sanction for the withdrawal should 
prominently indicate the Account Number and 
the Accounts Officer, maintaining the accounts 
and a _ copy of the sanction for withdrawal 
should invariably be endorsed to that Accounts Offi- 
cer. The sanctioning authority shall be responsible 
(o ensure that an acknowledgement is obtuined from 
the Accounts Officer that the sanction for withdrawal 
has been noted in the ledger account of the subs- 
criber. In case the Accounts Officer reports that the 
withdrawal as sanctioned is in excess of the amount 
to the credit of the subscriber or otherwise inadmis- 
sible, the sum withdrawn by the subscriber shall for- 
thwith be repaid in one lump sum by the subscriber 
to the fund and in default of such repayment, it 
shall be ordered by the sanctioning authority to be 
recovered from hig emoluments cither in a lump sum 
or in such number of monthly instalments as may 
be determined by the President. 

(4) Where, a withdrawal has been sanctioned under sub- 
rule (3), the amount shall be drawn on an autho- 
risation from the Accounts Officer in cases where 
the application for final payment had been forwarded 
to the Accounts Officer under clause (ii) of sub- rule 
(3) of rule 31.” 

6. For the proviso to sub-rule (1) of ruJes 14, 14-A* and 
14-B of the said rules, the following proviso shall be subs- 
tituted, namely : — 

“Provided that the sanctioning authority may sanction the 
withdrawal of an amount in excess if this limit up to 
three-fourths of the balance at the credit of the subs^ 
criber in the Fund, having due regard to his status 
and the amount to his CTcdit in the Fund”. 

7. In the first proviso to rule 28 of the said rules for the 
words, brackets and figures, “the All India Services (Discipline 
and Appeal) Rules, 1955”, the words, brackets and figures, 
“the All India Services (Discipline and Appeal) Rules, 1969” 
shall be substituted. 

8. For sub-rules (3) and (4) of rule 31 of the said Rules 
the following sub-rules shall be substituted, namely : — 

“(3) payment of the amount withdrawn shall be made 
in India only. The persons to whom the amounts 
arc payable shall make their own arrangements to 
receive payment in India. The following procedure 
shall be adopted for claiming payment by a subs- 
criber namely : —

of Office shall send to every subscriber necessary 
forms either one year in advance of the date on 
which the subscriber attains the age of super- 
annuation, or before the date of his anticipated 
retirement, if earlier, with instructions that they 
should be returned to him duly completed within 
a period of one month from the date of receipt 
of the forms by the subscriber.

of each advance and also indicate the withdrawals, 
if any* taken by the subscriber ;
